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Several days ago. In response to ay having to tales up with him what you abouli 
have and ignored entirely, I had a long letter from W Hex spent little tine on ,hat 
I d asked of him because he had already complied by sending it to Jim and much time on 
other matters, H is the longest letter I've had from him in some time. 

He gave me his impressions of your visit Last month, at least 01 those t hings 
that meant something to him.

It was not easy to be honest, not to lie 
ox deceive $ w fyf l a still noetiiig or ^ to frira. 

The last thing you appear to want to do in this i* to think, be rational, and 
meet the obligations you Undertook so I'm not going to take more time with long e-rpip - 
na felons. Xou seek to justify what, if you are ever called to book on, simply can't be 
justified, ignoring even consideration of whether you have hangups that d omina te you 
and Instead attribute exactly this to others, particularly to me". 

However, I want you to know that because you have been as imperious in ail +*« = 
as you have been, as absentee a chief counsel as one could be and have any participation, 
you did not know what m3 on his mind, did not know that Jim and I, separately and to- 
gether had disonsaed it with him, that he has strong feelings about some things, and that 
for Whatever reason you went too fax* was not necessary for you to tell him that he 
shpuld not file any civil suits. It would have been enough to tell him that you could 
not undertake this additional pono boao work, Qe knew that. Despite all the with 

which you had stuffed your head, when I learned this from both you and Bill, who may 
remember that I discussed it with him and assured, him that it would not end 33P hono 
from wafck I had done and evidence in ay possession, I did precisely the opposite of what 
you attribute to me, undertook to protect and explain your position. This presented me 
with no conflict because it is coaprehenaitOe that there is a limit to the pro work 
any law fire can engage in. Se also had no trouble understanding it and he was not in any 
way resentful about it. Cnee you end Bill made this clear to me X then undertook to «i- pi gj n 
to him in some detail how this could atm be done and what it would require in part l>e- 
cause I knea the importance he attributes to it and in part because I am in entire agree- 
ment with him and see more probability than he does. There is no point in giving you more 
details because i have limited purposes here and you never pay attention anyway, always 
having other things in those remote recesses, ^ps X do have sons advice for you and I 
mean it quite sincerely and without ulterior motive. Don't address this with hh even if 
he misunderstood you because if you do you’ll make a situation you have already made for 
yourself worse. And there has to came a time when X will not have to take care of 
hinds of things to keeaftthe case going and you out of trouble you oatas for yourself. Bo 
is not about to do any thing , I'm not about to encourage him to do anything, and he'll only 
think you are lying if you undertake to tell him other than he understands on civil suits. 
Be could not have been more explicit with me. Moreover, he by new has great confidence in 
'in and I ss certain that if he plans anything along this Hue of any nature if he does 
sot take it up with me he will with Jim. Xf he does with you, and I'm inclined to *Mnif 
that after the explanations I gave Us he will not, X strongly encourage you to take it 
up with gim or me or both before you respond. Xf you tell him only that he misunderstood 
you - and even if this is true - you are going to undermine yourself even more. If you 
doubt me or attribute some devious motive «£*fc me, I know you wan t ask yourself what it 
could be, your suspicion being enough. So, I suggest you discuss this with Jim, who has 
enough awareness. I think it is the wily way you can avpid getting yourself in a worse 
position. However, although X will now find it extremely disagreeable and do not *hi n ir you 
will tsant it* I vlll take the tiiae to diaouas this* with you* 



Tou did not persuade Mb on the subject of the Interview. At least for the moment 
I intend doing nothing about it. X think this mladdressed envelope inf onus you of the 
alternative. 1 intend taking no initiatives with that* either. I have for sons years 
wasted more time oil this than was necaaaaary or X wanted end almost all this waste of 
time was by you and for no need, ^his ia asrely another illustration and that too is going 
to atop. I do not say that I will not because if there is a change in the situation that 
in my opinion requires mo to rethink this, you know ao well enough to know that I will. 

Iqu uaderestijnatad hi;* sharpness and Ms intelligence with your totally unnecessary 
letter. Reread it and you'll see where ha knew you were not honest and where he can thi nk 
you were pulling eoraet hlng on hum Xou were not truthful ami ho knows it.^his hurt you 
and him, not ms. In the long rim, if there were to be anything to my personal benefit 
from this Whole matter, you have Improved the dhhaces by what you have aone. Iqu have 
also given me credentials and destroyed your own. 

Do or do not do what you will about it. For now I* si doing no tiling. But X would 
strongly caution you against overplaying your childish hand all over a gain. Tage my word 
for it or not, you did not perwuad© Jimmy but ho also intends doing noticing about it for 
sow. Xou would not taka advice on this so X will offer none. Be does not went open dio* 
agreements among us and X don’t, either. So far as X am concerned, all this is now out 
of my hands end X have other things to do. 

Tho only reason you did not know whRt ia in Ms Bind on civil suits and what I 
knew and had done and what inquiries I made of independent experts is because on the one 
hand you livo fictions and on the otter you have neglected your obligations. *ou could 
have bean informed, khen Ib started* to you rejected it without even listening. Since then 
you, not I, made it impossible, in part oily by your own detachment and playboying. How- 
ever, neither he nor X wont any conflict, including if possible by any civil suit. let 
there were quite a amber of significant developments in this area. Xou are unaware of 
them. He is less than fully aware, but he understands enough of them. In timo ho will 
have to know others. How ia not that time, believe. 

Here another of your failures can hurt you and you should know. Instead/of going 
to see Him y to wage a counterproductive propaganda campai^i you should have done other 
things but you are the creature of your sslf-Juatificatiojis and options. If you had 
told Jim that you were going to see Jiffiny and he had told me, I would have done nothing 
to undercut you and frankly, X would not have dreamed that you would have been as foolish 
as you were, so I 4 iiave benb without reason to. But when you were at the jail you failed 
to do the one important thing that was to be done there. Eowevey, X would have told you 
more than X had about an important matter you hav e ignored since I first informed you 
1 sould have prepared Mm to help with it* as he could." Sf- such secrecy is the proper 
conduct of either chief counsel or a lawyer I'm surprised* 

Xou sate were H3 usual unavailable whan X learned of the newest evidence of haver 
and continuing violations of his and our rights, so X discussed it with Jim wiio was too 
busy with legal work you left entirely up to him. X wrote Roes and sent you and Jim both 
copies. When you were kith away and so indifferent, I sent Jim only Haile's belated 
response and sine to it. Xt was vWvwt * tinwM'ws*aai te ith» evidence at beat evasive, and 
what Esnry ignored in what X wrote ia significant. And* instead of oeasing these viola- 
tions after the inquiry that really also was a warning, they continued. Jimmy's rani! is 
still being read if not also copied at the Jail by being mast opened outside Ms presence. 
Aside from whatever law there is and Jimi Yjatataraont that it also violates regulations, 
even jjst-tls said this ia wrong. Aside from the many other considerations to which you will 
be unrecoptive, you should know that this means that everyone cm the other side knows all 
that Jimmy says and thinks about what he wtites anyone, including you, Jim end me, and what 
any anti of us tells him and what it reflects of our thinking. In time it can be used against 
you by tfaisa* ^i£ia leads to another mistake you made, loot just not doing about this what 
you bad agreed to at the outset of the hearing or at any point thereafter* making a sharp 
and separate issue of this atone*

vulnerable# When you are so obsessed fey and in&iige these hates end Jealosies a ad neglect 
an obvious le^ol obligation, wbthar from i^o Tmo& of fact or plain neglect, as I believe 
you did on this last trip to tte Jail* yen put ourself in an even worse position and you 
have effectively undercut a major point in the overall case* I'm not expldting it but X 
do wish this kind of thing and to dangers always present could/ end* Siioerely,
